‘following report: 

1. Ed. Anderson was engaged to 
complete the grading of Victoria 
Avenue extension west of C. P. Ry., 
and the work has been completed un- 
der the supervision of Foreman Jones. 

2. Mr. Tripp, C. P. Ry. engineer, 
came down from Edmonton on 19th 
inst. to lay out the site for the 
bridge over the creek on the C. P. 
Ry. right of way. It was agreed that 
the bridge should have a 26 foot span 
and be 20 feet wide with an overhung 
sidewalk similar to that on the Ross 
St. bridge. As offered by the C. P. 
Ry. Co. and agreed by the Council, 
the cost of the’ bridge and crossing 
will be shared equally by the Com- 
pany and the City. Work has. been 
commenced on the concrete abut- 
ments. Suggestions were made to Mr. 
Tripp relative to the building of a 
culvert across the railway grade to 
the creek, and Mr. Tripp will inform 
us later of the attitude of the com- 
pany regarding this. 

3. The pipe pusher for laying water 
mains was given a good trial in lay- 
ing the Loveland connection. It work- 
ed well, pushing a one inch _ pipe 
through heavy clay. Two men pushed 
46 feet of pipe in three hours at a 
cost of $3.50. To dig this same dis- 
tance and re-fill would cost $13.50. 
Foreman Jones has been tunnelling 
for distances of about 15 feet  pre- 
viously and we figure that the pipe 
pusher will save about one half of the 
labor cost. The ratepayers having ser- 
vices installed will get the benefit of 
! this machine and a very few services 
will save the cost of the machine. 

4. As advised by the city solicitors, 
we are having signs “No thorough- 
fure’’ placed at the bottom and top of 
the Peterson Hill and signs indicat- 
ing the proper road at the necessary 
places. 

5. Mr. Ball has asked permission 
to move a hen house from the rear 
of the lots east of the Alexandra 
Hotel to the rear of the property east 
of his butcher shop. We respectfully 
ask your instructions regarding this. 

6. We will arrange to have the ston- 
es picked off the main streets and the 
sidewalks repaired as soon as we 
have men available for the work. 

7. As instructed by you at the Iast 
meeting, we requested the solicitors 
to prepare a by-law providing for in- 
spection of meats offered for sale 
within the City limits, and submit the 
by-law herewith. 

8. We submit accounts 
authorization to pay. 

9. We submit statement of tax col- 
lections and standing of bank  ac- 
counts.

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SUGAR PRICES ARE 
REDUCED BY REFINERS 


Montreal, October 25.—It was an- 
nounced this afternoon by four sugar 
refineries, the Canada, Atlantic, St. 
Lawrence and Acadia, that the price 
of granulated sugar would be imme- 
diately reduced two cents a pound 
from 19% cents to 17.90 cents, less 
five per cent., which makes the 
amounts received by the refiners for 


the sugar exactly 17 cents a pound.. 


This will mean that the retail price 
of sugar, based on tHe. two cents a 
pound “spread” as fixed by the de- 
funct board of commerce should be 19 
cents, possibly less, since. sugar has 
been retailing here at around 20 
cents. 

The Dominion Sugar company 
which chiefly handles beet sugar at 
present, has reduced its price to 16 
cents a pound, which further compli- 
cates. the position and makes the 
price of granulated sugar less secure. 

It is figured that the Montreal cut 
in prices will entail a loss to the re- 
finers of about $450,000 or a total loss& 
of around $14,000,000 since the big 
decline in sugar prices started. 

All the refiners returned this week 
from Ottawa. It was stated by 
Huntley ~R.-Drummond, president of 


the Canadian Sugar Refineries; -that- 


while full representations had been 
made to the government, théy had re- 
turneqd to Montreal without having 
bettered their condition.

THE EXPORT CATTLE TRADE 


Cattlemen on the Western Canadian 
ranches are reported to be seriously 
concerned about the uncertainty fac- 
ing the export of cattle on the hoof to 
the United States. They fear that 
after the coming elections a_ tariff 
wall may be erected against the 
importation of stockers and feeders 
from the Dominion. Last year the 
value of the animals exported was 
roundly $50,000,000. This has been a 
growing trade since 1910 when 158,- 
000 cattle were shipped over the 
line. In 1919, the total kad risen to 
342,000 and for the fiscal year ending 
March last, the figure was 516,000. 


But there fs a resassurance forth- 
coming. Canadian packers realize 
the seriousness of any threatened cur- 
tailment of livestock production and 
believe that if a tariff contingency 
had to be met they could fully take 
care of all the cattle that can be rais- 
ed if two conditions are fulfilled. The 
“scrub” bull must go so as to raise 
the general quality of our beef, and 
stock-raisers must provide a steadier 
supply than in the past. These two 
factors are the main drawbacks to 
the development of an export trade 
in beef similar to that which has 
proved for 25 years the mainstay of 
our bacon industry. S 


During 1919, out of 698,849 cattle 
marketed at stockyards for home 
slaughter, 359,418 graded “good” and 
339,431 gradeq “common.” That is, 
48.5 per cent. graded “common.” 


With so much unsuitable material 
to hamper, an export market cannot 
yet be established to compete with 
the high class beef from Argentina 
and Australia. But if quality is im- 
proved and supply well regulated, 
packers emphatically assure  stock- 
breeders—and this applies to east and 
west—of a readiness to aid in open- 
ing and building np a valuable mar- 


ket for all beef animals bred on 
Canadian farms,

The great surprise in prohibition 
ranks was that the women dit not 
generally support the “dry” law. 
With more women voters than men, 
prohibition leaders did not see how 
they could lose. But the result show- 
ed that women were as discriminat- 
ing and as much divided as the men 
voters. Because they were women it 
did not follow that they would support 
the “dry’’ programme, and from 60 to 
65 per cent. of the fair sex must have 
gone with the moderation side. 

Premier Oliver and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Farris are in the city and are 
discussing the result of the referen- 
dum, the full official figures of which 
will not be known for 48 hours. 

Although government sale of liquor 
has carried, it is stated the present 
prohibition act must remain the law 
until the legislature meets and enacts

NO TABLE LICENSES 


There seems to be general agree- 
ment among the members of the gov- 
ernment that at present there must 
be no_private sale of any kind. This 
implies that there will be no _ table 
licenses, and that even the present 
near-beer bars may be abolished. 

The permit system appears to be 
strongly favored in some govern- 
mental quarters. Under this plan 
any adult citizen may procure a per- 
mit on the same principle as a ration 
ecard, which will entitle him or her to 
purchase liquor in reasonable quan- 
tities for personal and domestic use, 
when presented at a government liq- 
uor store. But these various sugges- 
tions are all very much in the air at 
the moment as no responsible govern- 
ment leader has said what form the 
new act is Hkely to take.

THE NEWS WEERLY SERMON 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong . 


And David longed and sald, “O that 
one would give me drink of the water 
of the well of Bethlehem that Is at the 
gate. And the three brake through 
the host of the Philistines, and drew 
water out of the well of Bethlehem 
and took It and brought It to David;

their lives they brought it. Therefore 
he would not drink it—1 Chro. 11: 
17-19. 


Very much that is pleasing and 
appealing is suggested by the inci- 
dent of our text. It is at once thor- 
oughly human and magnificently di- 
vine. It justifies the idea that David 
was a man after God’s . own heart, 
and explains the winsomeness of a 
personality that has long kindled the 
spirit of hero-worship in the minds of 
men. 

At the time this incident occurred 
David was feeling the strain of re- 


sponsibility which came to him as], 


king of Israel. The old care-free days 
of his shepherd life had passed, and 
the strenuous duties of national lead- 
ership were upon him. Camping near 
to Bethlehem, the scenes of his child- 
hood, it was natural that he should 
remember the well where he had 
often quencheg his boyhood _ thirst. 
lf one were to listen to thé fallacies 
of some people today, his sensation 
of thirst was intensified by the fact 
that it was not easy to obtain the de- 
sired drink—the well was in the pos- 
session of the Philistines. 

Sentiment plays a very large part 
in determining our individual experi- 
ence and in moulding our lives. 
Some time ago I visited the old fam- 
ily homestead, where three-quarters 
of a century ago my grandfather had 
hewn out for himself and his family 
a home in the wilderness. What a 
change has taken place. The old 
log house has gone into firewood, and 
a new structure nearer to the road- 
way takes its place; the old stone 
fences, hand-picked from the fields, 
have gone into the foundation of a 
bank barn, and wire fences have tak- 
en the place of the old rail fences. 
The thicket of wild plum trees, so 
dense that they formed a playground 


and hiding place, have yielded to the 
hand of industry and progress. The 
old lilac bushes that decorated the 


door way are no more. The orchard 
of wild apples, gathered from the for- 
est and brought home, has_ given 
place to a product of modern nurser- 
ies. Only the memory reinains, but 
these old nameless apples had a flav- 
or and a charm that is all their own— 
uo other is just like them. 

So with David; other water might 
have quenched his physical thirst 
just as well, but there was a thirst 
in his soul for olden memories, ways 
and things of which the well at 
Bethlehem became the symbol. “Any 
water would have quenched David's 
thirst, but there are times when mere 
necessaries are not enough; we must 
have the subtle touch, the mysterious 
association, the romantic impulse, all 
the poetry of life.” 

Our revolutionary movements, es- 


sential as they have been to human]. 


progress, have not always done jus- 
tice to the mystical elements of hum- 
an life, and in our eager desire to 
prove all things, we have not always 
cherished that which is good. The 
finer qualfties of human character 
and the rarest culture in our civiliza- 
tion will be obtained only by those 
men and nations that have the finest 
insight and the truest spiritual per- 
ception. There is some force in 
Matthew Arnold’s suggestion that 
“religion is morality, tinged with 
emotion.” 

To the mood of David his com- 
panions responded. With heroic loy- 
alty his friends broke through -the 
enemey’s lines and brought back to 
their leader the boon his nature crav- 
ed. At this moment the real great- 
ness of David asserts itself. He has a 
true sense of the fitness of things. 
Recognizing the heroism, the  self- 
sacrifice, the splendid spirit of loyal- 
ty, he refuses to use their offering to 
him as a means of quenching his 
thirst, but finding in it a symbol of 
something divine, he makes the gift 
of friendship an act of worship. 

We need today the insight which 
will enable -us to appreciate the un- 
recorded deeds of heroism that are 
done without thought of reward and 
with no other motive than unselfish 
love. 

We need this appreciation of hum- 
an worth in the realm of industry if 
the elements which make for peace 
are not to be lacking. Employer and 
employee must know each other to 
such an extent that each shall do jus- 
tice to the other’s point of view and 
have a due respect for human _per- 
sonality. 

The spirit of comradeship must be 
expressed if the church is to make 
its best contribution to human life. 
“Great hearts grow one in the worl}'s 
work.” In working together for the 
common good, in mutual service and

The cost of ¢he world war to the 
human race is estimated at thirtyi 
five million lives,- according to the 
figures of the Danish statistician, 
Doring. The.figures about equal the 
present population of France. of 
the total, Doring counts ten million 
killed in action or died of wounds, 
five millions from the mcrease in 
mortality among the civil popula- 
lations during the war, but the 
largest group estimated is the loss 
of twenty millions due to the abnor. 
mal decrease in the birth rate. 

Concerning France in particular, 
whose losses stand next in order af- 
ter Austria, Hungary, Poland, the 
Batkans and Russia, the total popula- 
tion, according to Doring, diminished 
seven per cent. Frenchmen between 
the ages of twenty and forty-four de- 
creased at the rate of twenty per 
cent., which contributed to the pres- 
ent-day ratio of one hundred and 
twenty-six women to every hundred 
men. 


While the losses in Eastern Europe 
were proportionately greater than in 
France, they were not all military 
deaths, but the great majority were 
due to famine, epidemics, and espec- 
jally typhus, which is still ravaging 
many regions.

‘Food Plentiful In Canada, Scarce Iy 


Europe—Needs of the Children. 

The development of the dairy in- 
dustry of Canada during the past two 
decades has been surprisingly rapid. 
Quick to realize the profits to be de- 
rived from milk production and the 
great value of dairying in conserving 
the fertility of the soil, the Canadian 
farmer has not hesitated to increase 
his investments in dairy cattle. The 
industry expanded during the fir 
years of world war. Canada, being 
distant from the theatres of war,” 
although handicapped by the drafting 
into military service of half a mil- 
lion of her most vigorous manhood, 
was able to continue the development 
of many of her important industries, 
particularly agriculture. 

It was not so in Europe. There the 
flery blast of war, which left profits 
in some parts of the world, almost 
extinguished not only industry but 
national life itself in other, The drain 
upon manlrood was so great that now 
in hundreds of thousands of familles 
no adult males remain. Europe more- 
over is filled with orphan children 
whose prospect of life is marred by 
the lack of all that is necessary to 
bodily and mental growth. In most 
cases the earning power and conse- 
quently the purchasing power of 
their families is utterly destroyed. 

Turning again to Canada we find 
there a surplus production of the 
commodities that are so badly needed 
in Burope. Condensed milk for in- 
stance is a dommodity that is a prime 
necessity for the children of the poor 
communities of Burope but the na- 
tions to which they belong have no 
Means of purchasing it for them. 
The Canadian Red Cross is going to 
endeavor to supply part of their needs 
by means of a general appeal for con- 
tributions to be made during Armis- 
tice week on behalf of the Britisn 
Empire Fund, which is to be used in 
the humane task of relieving the 
sufferings ofmillions whoare stricken 
by famine and disease. Part of the 
fund will be used for purchasing in 
Canada suitable supplies and thus the 
Red Cross will furnish the bridge 
across which some of our surplus 
milk will reach the enfeebled chil- 
dren in war-stricken areas. Those 
who assist will not only have the 
Satisfaction of having contributed to 
-relieve the sufferings of others less 
fortunate but by helping others will 
thereby indirectly help themselves. 


FROM GENEVA. 


Organizer for League of Red Cross 
Societies Tells of Need of 

é Europe's Orphans. 

“While we at home are intent on 
industrial expansion and a place in 
the sun, Hurope in its war-weakened 
condition is fighting for its very 
existence,” said Donald W. Brown, 
director of the department of organi!- 
zation in the League of Red Cross 
Societies of the World, which has its 
headquarters at Geneva, Switzerland. 
He visited Toronto to learn the peace 
program of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society and to establish closer contact 
between it and the league. — 

Millions of War Orphans. 

Having just arrived from Europe, 
Mr. Brown was able to give the Cana- 
dian Red Cross some first hand in- 
formation concerning the people of 
Hurope. He called attention particu- 
a@arly to the condition of the children, 
80 many of whom are now orphans. 
While the exact number who have 
Jost one or both parents during the 
war cannot be determined, the most 
conservative estimate places the num- 
ber at over ten millions. This num- 
ber seems quite consistent with the 
héavy war casualties among 80 many 

nS. 
Dependent Upon Charity. 

The condition of these children ‘is 
fm most cases very pitiable. Many of 
them have no homes and they are 
dependent upon whoever may be 
charitable and kind enough to help 
them. But there are few who are 
able to give such help for the mass 
of the people of Russia, Poland, parts 
of Roumania, Czecho-Slovakia and 
other countries are so poor that they 
have not necessaries for themselves, 
Consequently in the great area be 
tween the Baltic, the Black and the 
Adriatic Seas, there are millions of 
children who face the next few years, 
and particularly the coming winter, 
without hope of proper care unless 
outside assistance is given them. 

Disease Prevalent. 


In addition to the unhappy con- 
dition of the children the adult popu- 
Jations are in the direst of misery on 
account of disease. Suffering has been 
necentuated by lack of food and 
clothing, nursing and medical atten- 
lion, and tuberculosis, smallpox, 
typhus and dysentery are continuing 
unchecked. 

Typhus which has so often proved 
a scourge and menace to the human: 
race is again prevalent, and unless 
checked will most likely extend its 
ravages to an alarming degree, 

British Empire Appeal. 

For these urgent reasons, Mr. 
Brown said, the League of Red Cross 
Societies has made an earnest appeal 
to the people of the-British Empire 
and he was glad to hear that the 
cause of the suffering children was 
being taken up in Canada. He had 
learned that an appeal on behalf of 
the British Empire Fund*would be 
made in Canada by the Canadian Red 
Cross during Armistice week and 
wished for it every success. 


Typhus In Canada. 


Tu its earlier days Canada suffered 
from the ravages of uw disease then 
known as “sootted fever’ but now 
known generuily by the name of 
typhus, It is a disease that spreads 
rapidly and is vory destructive of 
human life. In the years 1846-47 
it was brought” to Canada by 
immigrants and caused great loss of 
Jife.

GERMANY’ TODAY 
~ IS EXTRAVAGANT 


~INTTS PLEASURE] 


Has Money for Everything Except to 
Discharge Her Debts, Says Writer. 


Berlin, October 8—Germany: is the 
pleasure “highspot” of Europe today. 
Every other German is a millionaire; 
and every third German is bent on 


making himself a pauper in the brief- 


est, merriest, most shameful way. 
That is the stranger's first impres- 
sion after reaching Berlin. Germany 
is today the most extravagant coun- 
try in Europe; and Germany . today 
has money for everything except her 
debts. 

Business does not boom in Ger- 
many. Pleasure booms. It booms as 
it never did before. Victorious and 
vrosperous Germany of 1870-1913 was 
a frugal, quiet-living land. Defeated, 
beggared Germany of 1920 lives in a 
riot of excesses; excesses of the eye, 
the palate, the ear. Foreigners who 
knew Berlin before the war do not 
recognize it today. They imagine 
they are in the capital of a country 
which has won half a dozen great 
war and carried home the spoils of 
half a dozen opulent states. 


GIVES AN INSTANCE 


Let me give one instance. In 
August, 1914, the big thoroughfare 
called the Kurfuerstendamm, which 
intersects the western part of the 
city, was entirely composed of pri- 
vate residences. It was a quiet 
street. Today, as a luxury centre, it 
rivals Bond Street or Fifth avenue. 
The lower floors of the once-quiet 
houses are trensformed into luxury 
shops, art shops, restaurants, dance 
halls and cabarets. 


Well-dressed people are every- 
where. Only last week a citizen who 
in 1914 was cleaning the door handles 
of a Dentsche bank's suburban office 
paid 600,000 marks at an auction for 
a suite of Louis XVI furniture. 


ARE A MYTH 


The stories current of bad German 
feeding are a myth. True, many are 
underied; but the others are s0 ex- 
travagantly overfed that if food was 
honestly rationed all would have 
enough. Over four thousand new 
restaurants, mostly luxury restaur- 
aunts, were founded in Berlin last 
year. In the west and south-west 
every third private house has one of 
its flats converted into a “gold-bug” 
restaurant consisting, perhaps, of 
only three or four small rooms, but 
with prices inversely big. These 
restauants bear exotic names suggest- 
ing luxury, extravagance or vice. All 
are danced in. All are full. Yet a 
single man’s dinner with an ordinary 
native wine costs betweeft 200 and 
300 marks, and a good dinner with 
French champagne (which the Ger- 
man splendid pauper drinks copious- 
ly) costs 600 or 700 marks—35 pounds 
according to pre-war standards. And 
the diners are not control commis- 
sion officers or foreign business men. 
They are Germans. 

A SPLENDID PAUPER 


Nearly every German; though a 
pauper, is a splendid pauper. The 
explanations are two—currency in- 
flation and taxes. The Reichsbank 
pour out new banknotes at an aver- 
age rate of 500,000,000 marks a week. 
In the last week reported it beat its 
best record with 1,800,000,000 marks, 
and therewith the total paper cir- 
culation for the first time exceedéd 
70,000,000,000 marks. Before the war 
it was 2,406,000,000 marks. And as 
Erzberger’s famous taxes in any case 
will turn all the new rich into paup- 
ers—to reach pauperism by the mer- 
riest, most riotous path. 

One Erzberger tax will take , 100 
per cent. of all money, exceeding a 
petty sum, made since 1913. So the 
new rich resolves to get rid of his 
riches pleasantly instead of parting 
with them tamely to the state.

WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


His Honour the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor has received a communication 
from the Dean of Westminster Abbey, 
Lonl.n, E1gland, stating that there 
must be extensive repairs to West- 
minster Abbey. It is etsimated that 
it will require at least one million 
dollars to do all the necessary work. 
The Dean suggested that it would he 
very appropriate if contributions 
were made from every corner of the 
EBuyire. that this “resting place of 
England’s Kings” should be preserv- 
ed to the Empire and not allowed to 
decay and become a ruin. It was 
further suggested that the Ljeuten- 
ant-Governor of each province open 
a branch of this Restoration Fund at 
Government House, and that the peo- 
ple of each province be solicited to 
contribute to this very worthy fund.

ATTITUDE ON. 
- WHEAT CONTROL 
IS SET FORTH 


Sir George Foster Issues Statement 
Giving the Position of Government. 


Ottawa, October 21—"“The govern- 
ment is carefully watching the vari- 
ous purchasing systems employed and 
marketing conditions generally inthis 
and other countries, and is ready to 
take steps to ensure the marketing 
of Canadian wheat should a.situation 
such as last year’s develop again.” 


In these words, Sir George Foster, 
minister of trade and commerce, in 
a statement issued this afternoon, 
summed up the attitude of the gov- 
ernment towards pleas for resump- 
tion of government control on the 
marketing of wheat. © In his state- 
ment, Sir George says: 

“Demand has been made by the 
United Farmers of Alberta and the 
Dominion Council of Agriculture, and 


various associations of grain growers, | 


for the re-establishment of control of 
the Canadian wheat market through 
a board similar to ‘that which func- 
tioned last year and for which legis- 
lative provision was made at the last 
session of parliament. The demand 
is made because of the drop in cur- 
rent wheat prices as compared with 
last year, and with the thought that 
in some way or other, not clearly 
shown, a wheat board could assure a 
higher price. : 


“Mr. Wood, president of the Dom- 
inion Council of Agriculture, in 
answer to.the question, “What reas- 
on is there for wheat this year selling 
at a lower figure than in 1919?” is re- 
ported to have said: “From. the 
standpoint of the law of supply and 
demand there is absolutely none;-the 
only reason in the world isthe ineffi- 
ciency in the selling of wheat this 
year. Great Britain and other na- 
tions are working together and act- 
ing in an intelligent manner to get 
this wheat at the lowest possible 
price, whereas Canada and ‘the Unit- 
ed States, as selling nations, are tak- 
ing no intelligent action whatever to 
get the best possible price.” 


STATEMENT NOT BORNE OUT 


“This states the ‘case clearly from 
the standpoint of those who demand 
a re-establishment of control. But 
an examination of the real situation 
does not bear out the statement 
above quoted. The law of supply and 
demand has, in reality, everything 
to do with the basic determination 
of the world price for wheat.  Cir- 
cumstances of transport by sea or 
land, financial and exchange  condi- 
tions and methods of buying may 
temporarily affect and vary the price, 
but the determining factor is the re- 
lation of the supply to the demand. 
The price will vary from time _ to 
time by greater or less pressure to 
buy arising from the supply tempor- 
arily on hand or readily available. 

“Last year, the features of the situ- 
ation which, in the opinion of. the 
government, rendered the function- 
ing of the wheat board necessary, 
were: 

“1, A lack of money and credit on 
the part of most European _ buyers 
and a consequent necessity for ad- 
vances by exporting countries in the 
shape of loans or credits. Canada 
itself made large advances to Europ- 
ean countries. 

“9. A system of government control 
opearting in all European countries, 


in the United States and in most ex- |’ 


porting countries, which resulted in 
concerted pool government buying by 
the European countries, and the vir- 
tual elimination of free buying agen- 
cies. 


“3. The United States government 
purchased and sold at fixed prices the 
United States export wheat crop sur- 
plus and the United States market 
was, consequently, shut against the 
import of Canadian wheat. 

“This year the situation is 
tially different. 

“1, Neither Candda nor the United 
States are giving governmental cred- 
its to European countries to enable 
them to supply wheat to their people. 

“2. There is no concerted or pool 
buying by purchasing nations. Each 
one of the European countries which 
are this year buying wheat, is buying 
entirely independently of the other, 
and making its own arrangements as 
to purchase and payment through nor- 
mal agencies of purchase and sale. 

“3. There is no longer government 
control in the United States and 
Canadian wheat may be freely sent 
to that country. 

A SHARP DIFFERENCE. 


“This sharply differentiates the 
present year from the past year. This 
year exchanges are working and there 
is free and independent buying by the 
nations concerned, in contrast to 
last year’s concerted government 
buying closed exchanges and virtual 
prohibition of individual buying. 

“Mr. Wood's contention, therefore, 
that the fact that prices this year 
are less than those of last year, are 
due only to different methods of sel- 
ling, will not bear analysis. If the 
board were to be re-established as 
last year a Canadian embargo on both 
the export and import of wheat 
would presumably have to follow. 

“With the United States market 
open and the Canadian market under 
control the tendency would be to 
freer purchasing in the American 
market by other countries and the 
consequent stopping back of the 
Canadian wheat movement. 

“The government is carefully watch- 
ing the various purchasing systems 
employed and the market conditions 
generally in this and other countries 
and is ready to take steps to ensure 
fair marketing of Canadian wheat 
should a situation such as last year’s 
develop again.”

OF LIQUOR FAVORED IN 
BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Returns from Many Parts of Province 
Indicate that Present Prohibition 
Act Has Been Defeated in Citles, 
Towns and Villages; Majority in 
Favor of Government Control Was 
Approximately 15,000. 


Victoria, B.C., October 20.—Pre- 
mier John Oliver, voicing surprise as 
the result of the referendum, said to- 
night that in view of the expression 
of public opinion, the necessary legis- 
lation to repeal the existing act, and 
to bring into effect the principle of 
government control, would be brought 
down by the government. The will 
of the people would have to be met. 

The premier had nothing to say on 
the possibility of an early election. 


Vancouver, B.C., October 20.— 
British Columbia today voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of government 
control of the sale of Hquor. At this 
hour (10 o’clock), with returns from 
many parts of the province indicat- 
ing that the present prohibition act 
has been defeated in cities, towns and 
villages, the majority in favor of 
government control totals «approxi 
mately 15,000. Moderationists, how- 
ever, claim that when final figures are 
in the majority in favor of govern- 
ment control wif] total close to 
30,000. Moderationists who support- 
ed government control of the saje of 
Nquor have scored a great victory, 
and the defeat of the present “dry” 
act is conclusive. All the cities in 
the lower mainland and Vancouver 
island returned large majorities in 
favor of the repeal of the present act, 
the outstanding surprise of the vot- 
ing being the large “wet” majority 
recorded in this city of 10,176. 

CITIES GO “WET” 


Victoria also gave a large majority 
for a “wet’ law of 3,321, while New 
Westminster and Prince Rupert" reg- 
istered a vote favorable to govern- 
ment control. Kamloops,.: Nanaimo, 
Fernie, and Rossland did likewise. 

A record vote was polled, not only 
in the cities and towns, but in the 
rural districts as well. The women 
took part in today’s voting, following 
an active part in the campaign. 

It was anticipated that the women 
would influence the result in favor of 
the present regulations, but the re- 
sult appears to indicate that a large 
number of the women voters endors- 
ed the proposed new rgeulation of 
government control, 

STRENUOUS CAMPAIGNS. 


Strenuous campaigns were waged 
by both the prohibitionists and the 
moderationists, and both sides were 
equally confident as to the result of 
today’s balloting. 

The first referendum on the Hquor 
question on which the present  pro- 
hibition act was based, was taken in 
(916 and resulted in a small major- 
Ity for the “drys.” 

The vote was then 41,806 for pro- 
hibition and 36,102 against. The civ- 
ilian vote was “dry” but the vote of 
the soldiers gave a wet majority.

The questions on which the people 
were asked to express themselves on 
today were:— 

Which do you prefer: 

l. The present prohibition act? or 

2..An act to provide for the govern- 
ment control and sale in sealed pack- 
ages of spiritous and malted liquors?

The. present 
act was amended at the last session 
of the legislature to permit of the sala 
of only eight ounces of Hquor from a 
druggist or government dispensary 
under a medical prescription. |The 
act in its original form allowed_the 
sale of any quantity on a doctor's 
prescription, and the government liq- 
uor stores in the various centres of 
population did a thriving business. 
Under the present act, the illicit 
manufacture and sale of liquor by 
bootleggers thrived, and this fact, 
moderationists say, was a determin- 
ing factor in today’s result. - 


CLAIMS CONFUSION IN 
PUBLIC MIND 


W. L. Savage, president of the pro- 
hibition party in British Columbia, to- 
night said to the Canadian Press that 
the result of the referendum 
showed that there had been a confus- 
fon in the public mind on the term 
“government controk” Particularly 
was this so with regard to the wom- 
en’s vote. The women thought it 
meant a system whereby the govern- 
ment would’ better control the liquor 
traffic than it had done “under the 
present act, he ‘said.

FOUR HUNDRED ARE. 
KILLED IN CHINESE 
COAL MINE DISASTER 


Explosion Occurs in | In Next to Lowest 
Level and Laborers Are Trapped. 


Pekin, October 21.—An_ explosion 
and fire in the Tong Shan coal mine, 
in Chi-Li province, killed upward of 
400 Chinese laborers, on Thursday 
last, but news of the accident reached 
here only Wednesday. There were 
119 survivors. An accurate account- 
ing of the number of men employed 
in the mine is not available, but an 
Official report by the mining company 
places the dead at 422. The explosion 
occurred in next to the lowest level, 
smoke causing most of the deaths. 

Railway shops and a large cement 
works near the mine lent their em- 
ployees for rescue work. Grief- 
stricken crowds surrounded the mine, 
carrying off the victims as they were 
brought to the surface. It is report- 
ed that 180 mules were taken out Sun- 
day. An official report says the ex- 
plosion set fire to the timbers of the 
mine. 

Rescue work began immediately af- 
‘ter the accident under the direction 
of an engineer. belonging to the for- 
eign staff of the mine. -

Action. by: Parliament Necessary Be- 

fore Government or Any Commission 

Could Place Any Embargo Upon Any 
Importation. 


Montreal, October 19—A determin- 
ed effort is to be made by the federal 
government to have the sugar diffi- 


culty finally settled at the meeting 
which takes place in Ottawa tomor- 
row, according io & letter rece’ved 
this morning byD. S. Kerr, of Kerr, 
Paine & Co.,:and signed by Premier 
Arthur Meighen. This letter is in 
reply to a communicution sent by 
Mr. Kerr to the premier on Friday 
last, in which the: refiners were 
charged with inconsistency in cer- 
tain of their statements. 


Mr. Kerr particularly alleged that 
the statement of refiners being aver- 
loaded with sugar as a result of the 
embargo on export is not consistent 
with statements made by refiners at 
various board of commerce hearings 
earlier in the year, when, he main- 
tains, refiners oposed the removal of 
the embargo dnd suggested that its 
removal would leave them short of 
sugar. 

What action, it is now asked, could 
the government legally take if it 
were desired to assist the refiners 
out of their difficulties? During the 
war period the government had _re- 
course to the War Measures Act, when 
extraordinary” interferences with 
trade were considered necessary. But 
the War Measures act has now ceas- 
ed to exist, and in legal circles doubt 
exists if the government has author- 
ity absolutely to prohibit importation 
unless legislation is first passed by 
parliament conferring such authority. 
This legal situation has been under 
close study since the refiners first 
presented their case to the govern- 
ment, and will no doubt have an im- 
portant bearing on the decision reach- 
ed. 

On the other hand, there is a feel- 
ing that the refiners’ troubles are due, 
in part at any rate, to previous re- 
strictions on their operations, and on 
that ground ‘they are entitled to sym- 
pathetic consideration. In any event, 
it is stated, full opportunity will be 
given for hearing all sides before a 
final decision is reached. 


CANDY MAKERS IN VERY 
SERIOUS DILEMMA 


Ottawa, October 19.—The sugar 
situation which, according to reports 
reaching Ottawa from all: parts of 
the Dominion, is the chief topic of in- 
terest in Canada today, is to be thor- 
oughly threshed out at tomorrow's 
hearing of the refiners and other in- 
terested parties before the cabinet. 
There will be practically a full at- 
tendance of members of the govern- 
ment, and several other interests be- 
sides the refiners are expected to pre- 
sent their case. 

One of these which, it is stated, will 
prove interesting {is that of the candy | 
manufacturing industries in Canada, ; 
who, according to one man in close, 
touch with the industry, are between | 
two fires. The candy manufacturers, . 
it is stated, would like to see cheaper 
sugar in order that they might hold 
their trade without danger of the 
American manufacturers underselling 
them, but at the same time they face 
a loss if the reduction in sugar prices 
should be too drastic. Most of the 
firms in question are stated to be al- 
ready manufacturing goods to fill 
their Christmas orders, and the sugar 
used in these orders has all been 
purchased at the higher prices. 

However, if there is reduction of 
Canadian sugar prices to anything 
like the American level, the Canadian 
merchants and people will demand a 
pro-rata reduction in the price of 
candies, and the manufacturers fear 
they may be compelled to sell the 
Christmas goods, which they are now 
making, at a loss because of the de- 
mands for rebates from merchants. 

The impression here tonight is that 
the government, unless some new and ' 
striking facts are brought-out in to- 
morrow’s hearing, will rescind the or- 
der of the board of commerce alto- 
gether, and let the law of supply and 
demand rule in sugar prices. 
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GERMANY OF TODAY 


Description of Present Conditions 
Would Not Make Pleasant Reading. 


Those who were familiar with Ger- 
many in 1913 and previously, would 
be astonished at the change which 
has taken place since that. time. 
Food continues. to be scarce, prices 
are enormous and there is hardly any 
coal*to be obtained. The cost of al- 
most every commodity has increased 
ten and twentyfold. Wiesbaden it- 
self, known the world over as a 
pleasure resort, is now to all intents 


and purposes practically ruincd finan- | 


cially. The hotels are empty, and 
many people, formerly well-to-do, 
have had to give up their homes as 
they cannot afford to keep them up 
under the prevailingconditions. There 
is suc: a shortage of accommodation 
that no oné is allowed more than two 
rooms, and almost everyone has had 
to take strangers into their homes. 
To describe’ the 
wou'd not make pleasant reading, and 
it seems better not to dwell upon 
them. All one can say is: 
many of 1913 has gone.

From a number of different sources 
we have heard that the yard which 
you are operating at Red Deer is one 
of the most attractive in the country, 
due to the fact that you have taken 
special pains in piling your stock and 
have also planted some very attrac- 
tive vines and flowers. : 

Now, we are very anxious to place 
the particulars of this before our 
members through the medium of our 
new Association magazine, with ‘the 
idea that it would be an incentive to 
lumber dealers in other parts of the 
country to improve the appearance of 
their lumber plants. 

Our August issue is nearly ready 
for the press, and it would be greatly 
appreciated if you will send us two 
or three snap shots of your yard, 
which we will have re-producéd in an 
attractive cut, and I would also like 
to have you prepare a short article 
explaining how easy it is to keep 
your yard in this condition, once a 
proper ‘start has been made.

It is a matter of personal gratifica- 
tion that our efforts to introduce effi- 
cient business methods in the layout 
of our lumber yard should be so ap- 
préciated as to be considered of suffi- 
cient general interest to be brought 
before the readers of your valued 
publication. At the same time we 
recognize that these results can easi- 
ly be obtained by anyone who is wil- 
ling to give the personal effort and 
care which success in any line requir- 
es. 

CARRYING ON WITH 
FEWER MISTAKES 


The guiding principle in laying out 
a lumber yard is system, and it is 


One can hardly esti- 


stock. On the other side of the drive- 
Way we have the mouldings, flooring, 
siding and all finish lumber. 


A PLACE FOR EVERYTHING 


In the sash and door room frame 
work is put up three tiers high, the 
smaller sash on top. Here, as in 
other parts of the yard, everything is 
arranged in consecutive order. The 
sections are marked off for a_ full 
stock, and if there is a vacant space, 
a glance will show just what size and 
how many to order. The doors are 
kept the same way. In this way we 
are seldom out of anything. 

The space above the’ office, sash 
and door room, cement and lime 
house is utilized for paper and wall 
boards. Here they are always dry, 
out of the way and really add to the 
appearance of the place. There is a 
deck on this side, the same as in the 
other side, where the mouldings are 
kept. 

The mouldings are all above second 
deck. Each section is six feet wide 
with arms extending two feet each 
way. These are on each post to the 
back. They are six high, making 
twelve bins in each section. The 
mouldings are classified. On one side 
of first section is the quarter round, 
carpet strip, cove and everything used 
to finish a small corner. The oppo- 
site side s for bed moulds and crown 
moulds of all sizes. The second sec- 
tion has all finish for flat surfaces, 
such as burlap_mould, lattice, astrigal. 
The other side is for cap trims, neck 
mould, wainscote cap. The next sec- 
tion has everything for window and 
door frames, with the jambs on the 
bottom on account of their weight. 
In the next section is the 10-inch and 
12-inch stepping on the bottom, with 
hand rails, fillet and baluster stock 
and everything for stairs above. 

A measuring stick is tacked to the 
arms on one side of each section, so 
one can walk between the arms and 
get the exact length required without 
tearing down the whole pile. The 
longer lengths are piled to the back. 
Cards with name, size,. number and 
price are tacked on the front arms. 
This saves time often wasted in look- 
ing up prices in the catalogue or the 
more doubtful method of guessing at 
the price.

The walls of the shed are kept 
painted, and during the summer cov- 
ered with vines of wild cucumber, ; 
and the window boxes are filled with 
nasturtiums, which are a riot of 
bloom. We get well repaid for our 
trouble with these, not only by the 
pleasure they give, but also by the 
general appreciation of all who love | 
flowers. Talla about advertising! 
The vines and flowers are the talk of 
the country, and we have by this 
means largely widened our circle of 
friends. Nearly every day someone 


‘comes to introduce himself and en- 


quire about the way to grow vines, 
ete. People in business not only de- 
mand a square deal, but they appre-; 
ciate beauty, and these “Purple, 


. Patches” linger in their memory. so | 


{ 


essential if, instead of being an eye-. 


sore and a menace to the community, 
a lumber yard is to be made a thing of 
beauty and an ornament to the 
street. The general appearance of 
one’s place of business should be an 


index to the quality of material and: 


the nature of service which the pub- 
lic have a right to expect. From a 
more selfish interest, systematic ar- 
rangement of detail will enable one to 
“carry on” with fewer mistakes and 
with vastly greater economy and effi: 
ciency than with the slip-shod meth- 
ods which sometimes obtain. 

Our yard contains a shed in which 
tho office is situated and building ma- 
terial is stored. Here, as elséwhere, 
our motto is: “A place for everything 
and everything in its place.” The 
shed is divided into two sections by 
a driveway, giving easy access. to 
elther side. On one side is the office, 
sash and door room, plaster and ce- 
ment, and another room in which we 
have installed a small woodworker, 
by means of which we are able to 


that when they need lumber, by the’ 
natural law of associated fdeas, they 
know where it may ‘be satisfactorily 
obtained. 

A trailer attached to our automo- 
bile ensures speedy delivery of goods 
sold, and corresponding satisfaction 
on the part of our customers. 

Order and neatness is even more 
necessary in the backyard than on 
the front street; so the grass is kept 
mowed, and where possible’ the 
ground is hoed and kept bare. All 
laths, scraps and strings are thrown 
into the alleys instead of behind the 
piles, and each evening are gathered 
up and the lath sorted for length, put 
in a box and made ready for use 
again. By keeping the ground clear, 
danger of fire or accidents of any 
kind is greatly lessened. 


CONDITION OF STOCK KNOWN 
AT A GLANCE 


In our business we find it necessary 
to carry complete stocks both in fir 
and spruce. For stacking space at 
least 20 feet 6 inches should be al- 
lowed on single bents; 35 is sufficient 
to dovetail, 

The fir stock, being standard, is 
stacked to the front with 2x 12-12 
first, as there is wsually a good stock 
of these; then 2x 12-14-16-18-20; then 
2x 10-20 down to 12, and = so on 
down to 2x4s. Everything is arrang- 
ed in consecutive order, width and 
length. The sections of the bents 
are always the same distance apart. 
six feet between the first and second 
and four feet between the _ others. 
This arrangement enables one to see 
at a glance the condition of his stock 
and to avoid mistakes. 

Across the alley is the timber and 
shiplap and dovetailing; with these 
are the No. 1 and No. 2 boards. In 
unloading the drayman places the 
18s on 20s; 16s on 18s, and soon. All 
that is necessary, then, to stack it, 
is to leaf it over, which can be done 


boards are used along the sides and 
eight-inch over the cracks. This 
makes the pile have perfectly square 
corners and ‘straight sides. Another 
section is started the same way. In 
doing this the shingles to the front 
are left to the last and look much 
better than a low, wide pile. 

When a new car: of shingles arriv- 
es the few old ones will be moved, and 
the new ones stacked with the old 
ones on top. We do this with all our 
stock, so we always have a new No. 
1 stock. 

Back of the shingles are the lath, 
stacked six bundles each way and 25 
high, making 150 bundles in each 
pile. This saves time in loading and 
mistakes in counting. Behind the 
lath are the brick and then the 
spruce yard. 

Apart from the improved appear- 
ance of the yard made possible by a 
very little painstaking interest, we 
find that by systematic attention to 
detail and a little*foresight, we are 
able to manage with a minimum cost 
for labor, and are ready to give 
prompt attention to the wishes of our 
customers. We are then in‘a posi- 
tion to act upon the Rotarian prin- 
ciple: “He profits most who serves 
best.” Service is our motto, and the 
only way to give service is through 
system. 


IDLE THOUGHTS OF 
A BUSY FARMER 


In a recent issue of The News, I see 
an “Idle Housewife” visited Bentley 
and was captivated with Bill B’s 
pocketless overalls. Like the I. H., 
we were interested in the pockets or 
lack of pockets of that cross between 
Old Bill and Earl Haig, so hunted‘ 
him up for an interview. We found 
Bill comfortably ensconced in Braddy | 
Palmer's bar room consuming his fav- | 
orite confection of ice cream and two 
per cent. beer, while he and St. John | 
O'Neil told stories of the olden times 
and their many hairbreadth escapes 
toboganning on Sun Set hill in one of 
old Coggin’s boots. When tackled on 
the subject of pockets, to be or not 
to be, Bill said, “Pockets have always 
been my undoing. It is said of some 
people that money burns a hole in 
their pocket; with me it was unneces- 
sary for money to do this. As a kid 
at school I was supplied with six 
pence every Saturday morning for the 
next -week’s pocket money, but on ac- 
count of the ever prevalent hole in my 
pocket that six pence had evaporated 
by Saturday night and I was minus 
spending money for the next week. 
Somehow this habit acquired by my 
vockets in childhood‘s happy hour 
has lasted, more or less, through life. 
When I came to man’s estate my 
father advised me before leaving 
home to be always sure to have with 
me a knife, a piece of string and a 
sovereign. I could secure the first 
two by tieing the knife round my neck 
with a piece of string, but it was im- 
possible to keep the sovereign. The 
hole was always present to let it out 
shortly after leaving home. I decid- 
ed recently to have my clothes made 
without pockets. I had considerable 
trouble in getting a tailor to make 
such clothes; they all insisted I must 
have somewhere to put my hands. It 
is only since I secured these pocket- 
less clothes that I have been able to 
amass a competence.” When pressed 
for his tailor’s address, Bill stated 
that his name was Wells, and he hung’ 
out at Maddox St., off Bond St., 
London. He also stated that he be- 
lieved prohibition had had a good deal 
to do with securing permanent patch- 
es in some pants pockets.
